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John  Coo,  the  earliest  historical  progenitor  of  the  Coe  family  of 
Gestingthorpe,  County  Essex,  England,  ancestor  of  Robert  Coe,  our 
immigrant  ancestor,  was  born  probably  in  Essex  County  about  A.  D. 
1340,  during  the  reign  of  Edward  the  Third,  a  period  when  chivalry 
was  at  its  height,  and  when  martial  prowess  elevated  to  wealth  and 
power  many  heroes,  who,  from  obscure  origin,  became  historical 
characters  and  founders  of  great  families. 

There  is  conclusive  evidence  that.  John  Coo  in  early  manhood  joined 
Sir  John  Hawkwood1  s  "White  Company"  in  Italy,  and  for  many  years 
participated  in  the  exploits  of  that  famous  band.  Having  secured  by  his 
sword,  rank,  fame  and  fortune,  John  Coo  returned  to  his  native  land, 
acquired  extensive  estates  in  the  region  of  his  birth,  and  passed  his 
remaining  years  as  a  country  gentleman.  The  earliest  reference  yet 
found  of  him  in  England  i:  in  1397  when  he  is  taxed  as  a  married  man 
for  lands  in  Belchamp  St.  Paul,  County  Essex,  and  having  attained  an 
age  of  about  70  years,  he  settled  his  affairs  by  donating  a  large  part  of 
his  estate  to  found  the  Hawkwood  chantries,  (endowments  for  daily 
prayers  at  two  different  churches  for  the  souls  of  his  old  commander 
Sir  John  Hawkwood,  and  two  of  his  esquires)  which  is  the  last  mention 
of  him.  No  record  has  been  found  to  show  the  name  of  his  wife. 

John  (2)  Coo,  b  orn  probably  in  1375  is  first  mentioned  in  tax  records 
in  1397,  as  a  married  man  in  Belchamp  St.  Paul,  appearing  in  the 
same  list  with  his  father  as  "Johannes  Coo  Jun  et  uxor  ei  ij  sh.  " 

After  the  decease  of  his  father,  who  died  about  1415,  he  succeeded  as 
eldest  son  to  the  paternal  estate  in  Gestingthorpe,  held  of  Lady  Joane 
Swynbourne.  That  John  (2)  Coo  was  a  man  of  mark  is  evident  from  his 
association  with  the  great  and  powerful  Swynbourne  family,  as  he  was 
an  executor,  in  1422,  of  the  will  of  Sir  William  Swynbourne,  a  famous 
commander  under  Henry  V.  It  is  probable  that  John  (2)  diedm  middle 
life  as  no  records  of  him  have  been  found  after  his  discharge  from  the 
executorship  mentioned.  The  name  of  his  wife  is  not  known,  but  it  was 
probably  Eleanor. 

John  (3)  C  oo,  born  about  1400,  as  eldest  son  and  heir  succeeded  to  the 
paternal  estates  at  Gestingthorpe.  He  was  one  of  the  executors  of  the 
estate  of  Lady  Joane  Swynoourne  in  her  will  probated  Feb.  24th,  1432-  3. 
The  title  of  esquire  applied  to  him  is  interesting,  as  at  that  period  it 
signified  that  he  was  a  gentleman  entitled  to  bear  a  coat  -  of-arms .  The 
last  record  of  John  (3)  Coo  is  his  appearance  as  a  juror,  Nov.  6,  1448, 

Thomas  (4)  Coo,  born  about  1430,  appears  in  several  records  of  his 
times,  but  as  he  lived  through  the  turbulent  period  of  the  "Wars  of  the 
Roses",  we  do  not  find  much  of  interest  in  the  records  of  that  period. 
He  probably  died  about  1507, 

John  (5)  Coo,  born  about  1460,  was  a  prosperous  farmer  on  an  extensive 
scale,  holding  estates  m  GesU«gtH3*-'p«  and  si*  nth11'  places.  He  died 
m  the  latter  part  of  the  year  1520,  and  left  a  long  will  which  is  quoted 
in  full  in  "Robert  Coe,  Puritan",  pages  27-  29.  He  was  the  last  member 
of  the  Gestingthorpe  family  who  was  a  Catholic.  The  stone  on  his  grave 
may  still  be  seen  in  Gestingthorpe  church.  He  married  about  1490, 
Joane  Golding,  daughter  of  Thomas  Golding,  by  his  first  wife,  Agnes 
Letton. 
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John  (6)  Coo,  "the  •  Younger" ,  (of  two  brothers  named  John),  born  about 
1495,  inherited  by  his  father's  will,  estates  in  Old  (Great)  Sampford  and 
Great  Maplestead,  and  most  of  his  father's  estates  in  Gestingthorpe . 
He  married  about  1522,  Margaret,  who  afterward  married  Richard 
Garrard  and  was  living  as  long  as  1  553,  He  died  in  1533  and  was  buried 
at  Gestingthorpe  church.  He  left  a  will,  but  this  cannot  be  found. 

John  (7)  Coe,  "the  Elder",  (of  two  brothers  named  John),  v/as  born  in 
1523.  His  father  died  when  he  was  ten  years  old,  and  on  reaching  the 
age  of  19  he  received  title  to  lands  in  Gestingthorpe  and  Maplestead  . 
About  1555  he  leased  the  extensive  manor  of  Wissmgton  (or  Wiston) 
County  Suffolk,  and  removed  thither,  but  he  retained  the  estates  in 
Gestingthorpe  and  Maplestead  he  had  inherited  from  his  grandfather  and 
his  father.  He  lived  here  only  a  few  years,  dying  in  Aug.  1558,  aged 
35,  and  was  buried  at  Gestingthorpe  church.  His  will  dated  Aug.  19, 
probated  Oct.  18,  1558,  mentions  his  wife,  Dorothy,  whom  he  married 
about  1545,  and  who  married,  second,  Robert  Turner;  and  third,  Oliver 
Dixon.  She  died  Oct.  25,  1585,  aged  63  years. 

Henry  (8)  Coe,  was  probably  born  about  1555  at  Great  Maplestead,  just 
prior  to  his  parent's  removal  to  Wissington.  As  a  younger  son  he 
received  by  the  will  of  his  father  20  pounds  when  21  years  of  age,  and 
in  the  spring  of  1576  he  bought  from  his  mother  and  his  stepfather  Oliver 
Dixon,  six  acres  of  meadow  in  Boxford,  County  Suffolk.  After  his 
mother  died  in  1585,  he  married,  and  is  next  found  at  Thorpe  Morieux, 
County  Suffolk,  about  eight  miles  north  of  Boxford.  In  1597  his  assess¬ 
ment  on  personal  property  was  the  highest  in  the  parish.  He  was 
married  about  1588  to  Mary  .  There  is  evidence  to  show 

that  he  was  a  Puritan.  He  lived  at  Thorpe  Morieux  until  after  1610, 
but  returned  to  Boxford,  where  he  was  buried  Jan.  28,  1630,  and  his 

wife,  Mary,  Oct.  20,  1631. 

Robert  Coe,  the  progenitor  of  most  of  the  Coes  in  America,  was  born 
at  Thorpe  Morieux,  a  small  rural  parish  in  Suffolk  County,  En  land, 
and  was  baptised  in  the  ancient  and  picturesque  church  there,  Occ.  26, 
1596.  His  father,  Henry  C  oe,  was  a  substantial  yeoman,  probably 
also,  a  clothmaker,  and  a  man  of  character  and  standing  in  the  com¬ 
munity,  holding  for  several  years  at  'Thorpe  Morieux,  the  honorable 
position  of  church  warden. 

Robert  Coe  first  appears  in  manhood  in  1625  in  Boxford,  County 
Suffolk,  (then  a  populous  and  thriving  rural  and  manufacturing  parish), 
about  eight  miles  sout.h  of  Thorpe  Morieux,  where  he  lived  until  his 
removal  to  America  in  1634.  It  is  likely  that  he  early  learned  the 
cloth  making  business  then  flourishing  in  Suffolk,  as  the  first  record 
found  of  him,  in  his  manhood,  is  his  election  to  the  office  of  over  seer 
of  cloth  at  Boxford,  April  18,  1625,  implying  that  he  was  first  inthat 
business.  That  he  was  of  good  repute  and  held  in  esteem  is  shown  by 
the  fact  that  in  1629  he  was  chosen  "questman"  of  the  Boxford  church, 
an  office  now  called  "sidesman".

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J  a  the  spring  of  1634  Robert  Coe  took  his  family  to  Ipswich,  the  port 
^  f  Suffolk  County,  and  about  15  miles  east  of  Boxford,  and  there  on 
4pril  30,  1634,  they  were  among  the  eighty  passengers  who  embarked 

for  New  England  on  the  ship  "Francis",  commanded  by  Capt.  John 
Cutting. 

"fhe  first  mention  of  his  name  in  New  England  is  his  admission  as  a 
freeman  (that  is,  a  citizen  entitled  to  vote  and  hold  public  office)  of 
the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony,  on  Sept.  3,  1634.  His  resi  :enee  at 

iVatertown  lasted  less  than  a  year,  as  the  town  became  crowded  by  the 
influx  of  new  settlers;  so,  in  June,  1635,  Robert  Coe  joined  with  a  few 
Others  in  starting  a  new  plantation  at  Wethersfield,  Connecticut,  being 
dismissed  from  Watertown  church  m  May  29,  1  635.  As  Wethersfield 
and  Windsor  (about  ten  miles  further  North  on  the  Connecticut  River) 
both  claim  to  be  the  first  settlements  in  that  State,  it  is  evident  that 
Robert  Coe  was  one  of  the  pioneers  in  the  settlement  of  Connecticut. 

Robert  Coe  resided  at  Wethersfield  about  five  years.  On  May  4,  1641, 
l\e  had  recorded  a  tract  of  900  acres  east  of  the  Connecticut  River 
which  he  bough:  cf  Matthew  Mitchell. 

Al  few  years  after  the  settlement  of  Wethersfield,  a  disagreement 
arose  m  the  church  there,  and  after  a  fruitless  effort  to  reconcile  the 
dissension,  it  was  proposed  that  one  faction  should  withdraw.  Accord¬ 
ingly  in  1640,  Robert  Coe  and  his  adherents  purchased  lands  for  a  new 
plantation  at  Stamford,  Conn.,  and  removed  thither.  The  settlement 
at  Stamford  took  place  in  the  early  spring  of  1644,  but  his  residence 
there  was  destined  to  be  of  brief  duration,  as  in  a  short  time  a  difficulty 
arose  in  the  Stamford  church  similar  to  that  which  had  caused  the  with¬ 
drawal  from  the  Wethersfield  church,  and  the  faction  led  by  Rev. 
Richard  Denton  and  Robert  Coe,  despairing  of  success  at  living  at 
peace  in  their  views  under  Connecticut  jurisdiction,  in  1644  crossed 
the  sound  to  Eong  Island,  (then  under  Dutch  Government)  where  a  new 
settlement  was  established  which  was  named  Hempstead.  Here  he 
remained  eight  years,  acquired  extensive  grants  of  land,  and  was 
magistrate  of  the  town  under  the  Dutch  Government. 

But  the  energetic  and  enterprising  spirit  of  Robert  Coe  craved  for 
further  activities.  In  the  spring  of  1652  he  was  the  leader  in  the 
formation  of  another  new  settlement  a  few  miles  farther  west  on  Long 
Island.  A  patent  was  obtained  from  the  Dutch  Government,  at  New 
Amsterdam,  and  the  land  was  bought  from  the  Indians. 

The  proprietors  immediately  organized  a  church,  of  which  Rev.  John 
Moore  became  pastor,  and  Robert  Coe,  elder  The  new  settlement 
was  at  first  called  Middleburg,  and  later  for  a  few  months  in  1664, 
Hastings,  but  in  1665  was  permanently  named  Newtown.  Mr.  Coe 
remained  at  Middleburg  (Newtown)  for  four  years,  being  the  most 
prominent  man  in  the  town,  and  the  local  magistrate  during  the  whole 
period  of  his  residence  there. 
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The  settlement  at  Newtown  being  well  established,  Robert  Coe  made 
over  his  interests  there  to  his  eldest  son,  John  Coe,  and  in  the  spring 
of  1656  was  again  the  leader  of  a  new  settlement.  He  a  his  younger 
son  Benjamin  Coe,  and  several  others  purchased  from  the  Indians  in 
September  1655,  a  large  tract  of  land  south  of  Newtown,  and  removing 
thither,  founded  the  town  of  Jamaica  the  following  spring. 

In  1658,  Robert  was  appointed  by  the  Dutch  Government,  the  magis  - 
trate  for  Jamaica,  and  held  that  office  until  1664. 

After  the  English  population  on  Long  Island  revolted  from  the  Dutch 
Government,  in  1663,  and  transferred  their  allegiance  to  Connecticut, 
Robert  Coe  was  deputy  for  Jamaica  to  the  general  court  at  Hartford, 
by  which  body  he  was  appointed  Magistrate  or  Commissioner,  for 
Jamaica. 

After  New  Amsterdam  first  surrendered  to  the  English  fleet  in  1664, 
Long  Island  returned  to  the  jurisdiction  of  New  York  as  a  county  called 
Yorkshire,  and  Robert  Coe  served  from  Oct.  1 6 6 9  to  Sept.  1671  as 
high  sheriff  of  Yorkshire.  At  the  age  of  75  he  retired  from  this  office 
and  withdrew  to  private  life. 

From  July  1673  to  Nov.  1674,  New  York  was  again  in  the  hands  of  the 
Dutch,  but  when  in  Jan.  1674  Robert  Coe  was  summoned  to  court  for 
a  lawsuit  brought  by  a  Dutchman,  the  messenger,  who  served  the 
summons,  reported  of  Coe  "who  said  he  had  nothing  to  do  with  this 
Council  and  would  not  come.  " 

In  Feb.  1674-5,  when  almost  an  octogenarian,  he  married  a  third 
wife  about  20  years  his  junior  who  had  also  been  twice  widowed.  It 
seems  iikely  that  he  died  about  1689  at  the  age  of  about  92  years.  No 
record  of  his  death  or  place  of  burial  has  been  found,  and  as  he  settled 
most  of  his  estate  on  his  sons  and  his  stepsons  during  his  lifetime, 
there  are  no  probate  records  of  him.  His  four  children  were  all  by 
his  first,  wife  Mary,  whose  maiden  name  is  not  known,  whom  he 
married  about  1623,  and  who  was  buried  at  Boxford  Oct.  27,  1628. 

He  married  second,  Harriet  Dearsley,  April  29,  1630. 

Robert  (2)  Coe,  born  at  Boxford,  County  Suffolk,  England,  baptised 
there  Sept.  19,  1626,  was  brought  to  New  England  by  his  father  in  the 

spring  of  1634  when  seven  years  of  age,  and  taken  on  successive 
moves  to  Watertown,  Mass.,  Wethersfield  and  Stamford,  Connecticut. 
Although  his  father  and  brother  removed  to  Long  Island,  in  1644,  he 
remained  permanently  in  Connecticut,  perhaps  in  care  of  his  father's 
interests  there,  some  of  which  were  not  disposed  of  for  some  time. 
About  1650  he  married  and  settled  at  Stratford,  Connecticut,  where 
he  purchased  a  homestead  of  the  widow  of  Thomas  Ramble  as  appears 
in  the  following  deed  recorded  in  1652.  "The  lands  of  Robert  Coe 
purchased  by  him  of  Widow  Ramble,  one  house  lot,  three  acres  and  a 
quarter  more  or  less,  abutting  east  upon  the  highway  and  bounded 
with  Samuel  Sherman  on  the  north  and  Thomas  Gifford  on  the  south, 
and  west  upon  the  swampeat.  "  This  homestead  was  located  on  what  is 
now  the  west  side  of  lower  Main  St.  between  South  Ave.  and 
St.  Besides  this  homestead,  he  also  had  47  acres  of  land  elsewhere 
in  Stratford. 
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It  seems  likely  that  Robert  Coe  was  of  a  delicate  constitution,  and  as 
he  was  cut  off  by  death  at  the  early  age  of  33  years ,  he  acquired  no 
prominence  in  public  affairs,  as  did  his  father  and  brother,  John. 
But  there  is  evidence  from  some  memorial  lines  written  after  his 
decease  by  Rev.  Abraham  Pierson  of  Bramford,  Connecticut,  that  the 
young  man  was  esteemed  for  piety  and  exemplary  character. 

The  descendants  of  Robert  (2)  Coe  were  a  prolific  and  vigorous  race, 
and  for  a  century  after  his  death,  lived  in  Connecticut.  Then  about 
1756  some  descendants  settled  in  Western  Massachusetts,  and  after 
the  Revolution,  branches  were  established  in  New  Hampshire  and  in 
New  York  State,  whence  they  have  spread  to  all  parts  of  the  United 
States . 

Robert  (2)  Coe  died  intestate  and  was  buried  at  Stratford  on  October 
20,  1659.  His  widow  presented  an  inventory  of  179  pounds,  18 

shillings.  The  court  ordered  the  estate  to  be  divided  among  the  widow, 
son  John,  aged  one  and  a  half  years,  daughter  Susanna,  aged  six  and 
a  half,  and  daughter  Sarah,  aged  three  and  a  half  years.  Son  John  to 
have  his  portion  at  21  years,  and  the  daughters  theirs  at  eighteen 
years,  or  at  marriage.  Robert  married,  about  1650,  Hannah  Mitchell, 
who  was  baptized  at  Halifax,  Yorkshire  County,  England,  June  26, 
1631.  Her  parents  came  to  New  England  with  their  family  in  the  spring 
or  1635  and  located  at  Wethersfield,  Connecticut  where  her  father 
was  a  prominent  man.  She  married,  second,  Nicholas  Elsey  of  New 
Haven,  Connecticut,  whither  she  went  to  reside.,  taking  her  Coe 
children  with  her.  She  died  at  New  Haven  April  2,  1702. 

Captain  John  (3)  Coe,  born  at  Stratford,  Conn.,  May  10,  1658,  when 
a  small  child  was  taken  by  his  mother  to  New  Haven,  Conn.  ,  upon  her 
marriage  to  Nicholas  Elsey  of  that  place,  and  he  lived  there  until 
attaining  his  majority.  On  January  12,  1678-9,  his  mother  Hannah 
Elsey,  of  New  Haven,  conveyed  to  him  the  real  estate  of  his  father  m 
Stratford,  consisting  of  the  home  lot  of  about  one  acre  on  the  west  side 
of  Main  Street,  and  various  other  parcels  containing  twenty-nine  ac r es 
of  upland,  nine  acres  of  meadow,  two  acres  of  swamp,  thirty-six 
acres  of  woodland,  and  rights  in  ten  acres  of  commons. 

Captain  Coe  was  a  man  of  ability  and  energy  of  character,  and  besides 
acquiring  a  handsome  estate  and  well- establishing  in  life  a  large 
family  of  children,  he  also  became  the  leading  man  of  the  town  in 
public  affairs.  His  business  interests  were  many,  as  he  was  a  farmer, 
land  speculator,  merchant,  miller,  and  inn-keeper,  as  appears  from 
his  account  books,  in  the  possession  of  his  descendant  Mr.  David  Coe 
of  Stratfora.  Besides  holding  numerous  remunerative  town  offices  , 
in  1701  and  1715  he  was  deputyfor  Stratford  in  the  Connecticut  As  sembly. 

In  military  matters  he  was  also  prominent,  being  successively  com¬ 
missioned  ensign  on  May  25,  1698,  Lieutenant,  on  May  20,  1706,  and 

Captain,  on  October  13,  1709.  Nor  was  his  military  service  confined 

to  mere  militia  training,  as  he  was  in  active  service  against  the  I  r  .mch 
and  Indians  in  1708  (Queen  Anne's  War). 
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The  will  of  Captain  John  Coe  was  dated  Jan.  29,  1740,  and  was  pro¬ 
bated  May  5,  1741.  He  died  April  19,  1741.  Both  he  and  his  wife  were 
interred  m  the  Congregational  Church  Burial  Ground  in  Stratford,  He 
married  Dec.  20,  1682,  Mary  Hawley,  born  at  Stratford  July  16,  1660, 
daughter  of  Lieut.  Joseph  and  Catherine  Birdsey  Hawley. 

Captain  Joseph  Coe,  born  in  Stratford,  Conn.,  Feb.  2,  1686-7,  in 

early  manhood  was  established  by  his  father  in  the  new  settlement  of 
Durham,  Conn.  ,  where  with  his  brother  Robert  he  became  one  of  the 
pioneer  settlers  in  1706,  and  continued  there  throughout  the  rest  of 
hi  s  life,  improving  an  extensive  farm  and  becoming  one  of  the  town's 
most  prominent  and  substantial  citizens.  He  was  repeatedly  elected 
to  various  town  offices  and  also  served  as  representative  for  Durham 
in  the  Connecticut  Assembly  in  1728.  He  was  prominent  also  in  military 
matters,  being  commissioned  ensign  in  May  1722,  Lieutenant  m  May, 
1725  and  Captain  in  May,  1729. 

He  married  in  Durham,  Nov.  21,  1708,  Abigail  Robinson,  born  in 

Guilford,  Connecticut.  She  died  in  Durham  July  6,  1775,  aged  85. 

He  died  in  Durham  July  15,  1754,  aged  68  years,  and  with  his  wife 

was  buried  there.  Their  grave  stone  still  remains,  with  the  following 
epitaph,  "They  were  both  righteous,  walking  in  the  commandments 
and  ordinances  of  the  Lord  blameless." 

Captain  David  Coe,  born  in  Durham,  Connecticut,  Feb.  18,  1715-16, 
about  1740  settled  in  that  part  of  Middletown  which  is  not  Middlefield  , 
where  he  became  a  successful  farmer  and  an  influential  factor  in  public 
affairs.  He  married  in  1740,  Hannah  Camp,  daughter  of  Nathan  and 
Rhoda  (Parsons)  Camp. 

In  May  of  1759  he  was  commissioned  Lieutenant  m  the  6th  Regiment 
of  Connecticut  Militia,  and  in  May  1764  was  promoted  to  Captain  of 
same.  During  the  Revolution,  although  too  advanced  in  years  to  take 
the  field,  he  was  active  in  other  ways  in  the  patriot  cause.  Both 
Captain  Coe  and  his  wife  attained  great  age,  living  together  in  wedlock 
67  years.  She  died  October  16,  1808,  aged  nearly  88  years,  and  he 

died  January  14,  1807,  aged  nearly  91  years. 

Their  gravestone  in  Middlefield  bears  the  following  inscription:  "The 
known  bounds  of  time  bear  no  proportion  to  the  unknown  bounds  of 
eternity.  " 

Jesse  Coe,  born  at  Middletown,  (now  Middlefield)  Connecticut,  Nov¬ 
ember  14,  1743,  was  a  farmer  at  South  Farms,  Middletown,  Conn. 

He  married,  first,  Abigail  Miller,  born  in  1745,  daughter  of  Amos 
and  Abigail  (Cornwell)  Miller.  She  died  August  19,  1775,  and  he 

married  a  second  and  a  third  time.  He  died  in  October  25,  1824. 

His  son,  Jesse  Coe,  was  born  in  Middletown  June  25,  1769-  He 

married,  July  19,  1790,  Olive  Roberts,  and  was  listed  in  the  U.  S. 
census  of  1790  at  Middletown.  For  a  short  time  he  was  located  in 
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New  Hartford,  Connecticut  (in  the  hilly  northwest  part  of  the  State) 
but  on  November  6,  1795,  he  purchased  of  Benjamin  Campbell,  for 

$230,  one  hundred  and  twenty  acres  of  land  in  Mount  Washington, 
Massachusetts,  (Southwest  corner  township  in  the  state)  whither  he 
removed  and  settled  on  this  tract,  which  is  over  1 600  feet  above  tide 
water,  and  is  known  as  "Sky  Farm".  The  house  he  erected  is  still 
standing  after  the  lapse  of  over  a  century  (191 1)-  He  resided  in  Mount 
Washington  many  years  and  died  at  Hillsdale,  Columbia  County.  (Just 
across  the  State  line  from  Mount  Washington)  June  22,  1843.  His 

widow  apparently  went  to  live  with  her  daughter,  Maria,  wife  of  Conrad 
Kline,  anddiedat  Philps,  N.  Y.  April  10,  1854.  They  had  nine  children. 

Ezra  Coe,  born  in  the  town  of  Mount  Washington,  Massachusetts,  Feb. 
6,  1796.  on  becoming  of  age,  settled  in  Pavilion,  Genesee  County, 

N.  Y.  where  he  passed  his  life  farming,  and  died  June  14,  1869,  aged 
73  years. 

Albert  Coe,  son  of  Ezra  Coe,  was  born  in  Pavilion,  N.  Y.  on  the  farm 
which  his  father,  one  of  the  earliest  settlers  of  Genesee  County,  had 
carved  out  of  the  wilderness.  In  1850  he  married  Deborah  Prentice. 
They  had  five  children,  all  born  in  Pavilion.  He  died  in  Le  Roy,  April 
26,  1907.

Elizabeth  Ann  Sornberger  was  born,  probably  in  Egremont.,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  April  1  1,  1795,  and  married  Ezra  Coe  April  18,  1818.  She 

died  in  Pavilion,  New  York,  November  9,  1887.  She  was  probably 

descended  from  one  of  the  numerous  branches  of  the  Sornberger  family 
which  settled  in  Amenia,  New  York,  in  1724.  There  are  numerous 
records  of  the  family  in  Amenia,  Hillsdale,  Pine  Plains,  and  Copake. 
The  name  was  spelled  in  many  different  ways,  including  Sernberger, 
Sornburgh,  Sur r enberger ,  Zornburgh,  and  Zornberger. 

The  first  Sornberger  of  whom  we  have  definite  record  is  George  Jacob 
who  apparently  came  over  in  1710  with  "Poor  Palatines"  whose  suffer¬ 
ings  for  conscience  sake  are  matters  of  History.  A  farm  was  allotted 
to  him  in  1724  in  that  part  of  the  town  of  Amenia  which  is  now  the  town 
of  North  East. 


As  the  Palatinates  were  driven  from  their  homes  by  religious  perse¬ 
cution,  it  is  not  improbable  that  some  of  them  left  large  estates,  but 
most  of  them  were  sadly  destitute  when  they  reached  America.  If,  as 
we  believe,  the  Sornbergers  were  Palatinates,  they  were  of  German, 
rather  than  Dutch  descent. 
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Abigail  Miller,  the  paternal  grandmother  of  Ezra  Coe,  was  a  grand¬ 
daughter  of  "Governor"  Benjamin  Miller,  son  of  Thomas  Miller. 
Thomas  Miller,  born  1 6 1 0 ,  is  one  of  our  immigrant  ancestors.  He 
came  from  Bermingham,  England,  to  Rowley,  Massachusetts.  Freeman 
there,  in  1639,  in  1643  he  had  an  acre  and  a  half  for  a  house  lot. 

In  1647  he  was  licensed  to  draw  wine,  paying  15  shillings  annually. 
In  1651  he  was  of  Rowley  with  his  wife  Isabel,  and  was  a  carpenter. 
He  soon  removed  to  Middletown,  Connecticut  and  had  lands  recorded 
there  in  1654,  and  was  recommended  to  the  church  in  Middletown  from 
the  church  in  Rowley.  He  built  the  first  grist  mill  in  the  town,  on 
Miller's  Brook.  It  stood  where  one  of  the  manufactur ies  of  the  Russell 
Mfg.  Co.  now  stands  at  the  "farms".  He  married,  second,  when  56 
ye  irs  old,  Sarah  Nettleton,  daughter  of  Samuel  Nettleton  of  Branford, 
a  girl  probably  not  older  than  his  daughter  Ann. 

"Governor"  Benjamin  Miller,  son  of  Thomas  Miller,  was  born  July 
20,  1672.  He  was  one  of  the  first  three  settlers  in  Middlefield.  He 

located  himself  in  the  south  part,  on  the  east  side  of  Coginchaug  or 
West  River,  and  not  far  from  the  Durham  line. 

Tradition  says  the  title  of  "Governor"  was  conferred  upon  Benjamin 
by  the  early  settlers,  partly  because  of  his  influence  with  the  Indians, 
partly  on  account  of  his  being  a  large  landholder,  and  of  influence  in 
the  settlement,  and  partly,  no  doubt,  because  of  his  character,  which 
appears  to  have  been  of  a  dominant  type.  It  is  plain  that  Benjamin 
Miller  was  a  man  of  great  influence  in  the  history  of  Middlefield,  both 
from  property  and  character.  He  came  from  Miller's  farms,  or  South 
farms  in  1700.  He  came  with  a  wife  and  several  small  children  to 
settle  in  the  wilds  of  Middlefield. 

"Governor"  Benjamin  v/as  once  arrested  for  shooting,  on  the  Sabbath, 
a  bear  which  he  discovered  catching  his  pigs.  He  married,  first  , 
18th  September,  1695,  Mary  Johnson,  of  Woodstock,  daughter  of 
Nathaniel  Johnson  and  Mary  Smith.  "Governor"  Banjamin  and  his 
second  wife,  Mercy  Basset,  were  buried  in  the  old  cemetery  in 
Middlefield.  Upon  his  tombstone  is  carved  a  fallen  tree  with  its 
stump,  and  an  arm  holding  an  axe,  representing  the  work  of  the  first 
settlers  in  Middlefield.  On  top  of  the  stone  is  inscribed  "Fecisti 
atqua  Fmitur".  Benjamin  died  November  1747.  Mercy  died  9th 
February,  1756,  79  years  old. 
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Abigail  Kirby  was  the  maternal  grandmother  of  Captain  David  Coe. 
fhe  name  of  her  father,  John  Kirby,  appears  on  the  huge  memorial 
i  oulder  at  Middletown,  Connecticut,  as  one  of  the  pioneer  settlers  of 
/Middletown. 

;ohn  Kirby,  of  Middletown,  Connecticut,  came  from  Warwickshire, 
England,  for  there  is  a  deed  of  property  by  him  to  Richard  Lord  of 
/tart, ford,  Connecticut,  made  September  3,  1654,  and  recorded  in 
^manuscript  copy  of  First  Book,  Colonial  Records  of  Connecticut,  said 
property  consisting  of  a  house  and  land  situated  within  the  bounds  of 
fhe  township  of  Rowington  in  Warwickshire,  England. 

le  came  to  New  England  during  the  Autumn  of  1 6 3 5  in  the  ship  "Hope- 
iyell"  Captain  Babb,  Master,  being  then  only  twelve  years  of  age. 
n  August  1643  he  was  living  at  Plymouth,  Massachusetts,  and  before 
4pril  1645  he  had  become  a  resident  of  Hartford,  Connecticut,  for  at 
ihis  date  it  is  reported  that.  John  Kirby  and  Seth  Grant  contracted  to 
herd  the  Hartford  cattle  for  a  stated  price,  payable  at  their  houses,  in 
Corn,  peas,  etc.,  "on  their  demand".  In  1647  he  appears  to  be  living 
in  Wethersfield,  Connecticut,  for  the  town  record  states  that  in  this 
^ear  he  recorded  "earmarks"  for  his  cattle. 

The  Wethersfield  records  state  that  his  daughter  Hannah  was  born  in 
Wether  sfield  March  2,  1649,  proving  that  he  then  lived  there. 

Having  joined  "The  Company  for  settling  the  planting  grounds  at  Matt- 
abisett",  he  became  a  resident  of  Middletown,  Connecticut,  some  time 
/between  December  1651  and  January  1 6 ,  1654.  His  lands  were  located 
(p?j  the  "North  Side"  of  the  rivulet,  or  "North  Society",  now  the  town  of 
Cromwell,  Connecticut.  His  homestead  farm  was  in  the  extreme 
western  part  of  the  town  of  Cromwell  at  the  bend  of  the  river  Mattabi- 
sett  where  it  turns  and  runs  southward.  The  bridge,  just  above  the 
bend,  is  still  called  Kirby  bridge. 


Olive  Roberts,  mother  of  Ezra  Coe,  was  a  granddaughter  of  Abigail 
Emmons,  who  was  descended  from  James  Olmstead,  one  of  the  founders 
of  Hartford,  Connecticut,  and  his  son  Capteiin  Nicholas  Olmstead,  who 
took  an  active  part  in  some  of  the  Colonial  Wars. 

James  Olmstead,  the  ancestor  of  the  Hartford,  Connecticut,  branch 
of  the  family,  was  the  son  of  James  and  Jane  (Bristow)  Olmstead  of 
Great  Leighs,  Essex  County,  England,  where  he  was  baptized  December 
4,  1580.  He  married,  at  Great  Leighs,  October  26,  1605,  Joyce 
Cornish,  who  died  and  was  buried  at  Fairsted,  Essex  County,  April 
21,  1621. 
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The  family  were  Puritans,  and  James  Olmstead  came  to  New  England 
.vith  his  two  sons,  two  nephews,  and  a  niece,  in  the  ship  Lyon,  Captain 
Pierce,  which  arrived  at  Boston,  Massachusetts  on  the  Lord's  Day, 
September  16,  1632,  with  123  passengers  of  whom  fifty  were  children, 
after  a  voyage  of  twelve  weeks  from  Braintree,  England. 

They  settled  first  at  Mount  Wollaston,  near  Boston,  but  in  the  course 
of  the  vear,  "by  order  of  the  court"  they  removed  to  Newtown,  now 
Cambridge,  where  James  Olmstead  had  his  house  lot  on  the  northerly 
side  of  Harvard  Street  upon  or  near  the  spot  occupied  by  what  has  long 
been  known  as  "The  President's  House",  now  called  the  Wadsworth 
House.  This  was  the  second  piece  of  land  acquired  by  Harvard  College. 

James  Olmstead  was  made  a  freeman  November  6,  1632,  and  was 

chosen  Constable  by  a  popular  vote,  -=*  (the  first  one  so  chosen)  Nov¬ 
ember  3,  1634. 

In  the  summer  of  1634  twelve  men  from  the  town  on  the  Bay,  (Cam¬ 
bridge)  were  dispatched  to  examine  the  lands  on  the  Connecticut  River, 
then  called  the  Fresh  River.  They  were  called  adventurers,  and  were 
the  earliest  immigrants  to  Hartford.  James  Olmstead  was  one  of  the 
company  and  was  therefore  one  of  the  original  proprietors  of  Hartford. 
In  the  land  distribution  of  June  1634,  he  received  70  acres.  He  died 
in  September  or  October,  1640  in  Hartford.  The  inventory  of  his 
estate  totaled  397  pounds,  19  shillings,  2  pence. 

James  Olmstead  was  doubtless  laid  to  rest  in  the  Ancient  Burying 
Ground,  which  is  located  back  of  the  Center  Church  in  Hartford,  He 
must  have  been  one  of  the  first  to  be  laid  in  this  consecrated  spot, 
which  less  than  a  year  before  had  been  the  house  lot  of  his  nephew, 
Richard  Olmstead. 

His  name  appears  on  the  monument,  "In  memory  of  the  First  Settlers 
of  Hartford",  among  the  first  and  most  eminent  names  of  Hartford. 

(The  name  of  Thomas  Bliss,  father  of  Mary  Bliss  Parsons,  also 
appears  on  this  monument.) 

Captain  Nicholas  Olmstead  came  to  Boston  and  to  Hartford  with  his 
father  and  family.  He  served  in  the  Pequot  war  under  Captain  Mason, 
and  is  mentioned  by  him  m  his  account  of  the  burning  of  the  Indian 
fort  (at  Mystic  May  28,  1637).  He  was  appointed  by  the  General  Court 
as  one  of  a  committee  of  three  to  view  and  settle  Mattatuck,  now 
Waterbury,  and  on  April  6,  1674  made  a  favorable  report. 

In  July  1675  he  was  a  Lieutenant,  and  was  m  command  of  the  troops 
sent  to  New  London  and  Huntington  on  the  occasion  of  an  Indian  Alarm 
y_K.'ng  Phillip's  War).  On  August  26,  1675,  he  was  made  a  Captain  of 
the  troop. 


Hannah  Camp,  wife  of  Captain  David  Coe,  had  an  interesting  ancestry- 
on  both  sides. 

Nicholas  Camp,  an  immigrant  ancestor,  was  born  in  Nasmg,  Essex 
County,  England,  in  1606,  and  was  in  Milford,  Connecticut  by  1639. 
It  is  not  known  when  he  died.  His  wife  Sarah  had  twins  the  2nd  of 
September,  1649,  and  died  the  6th.  She  was  the  first  adult  who  died 
in.  Milford.  She  was  buried  m  the  garden  of  the  Rev.  Peter  Purden, 
Pastor.  After  her  death,  Camp  married  Catherine  Thompson,  widow 
of.  Anihony. 

Nicholas  Camp  (2nd),  son  of  Nicholas,  was  born  in  1630.  He  married 
firsl,  Sarah  Beard,  daughter  of  Matthew  Beard;  second,  Mehitable 
Buscoe,  widow.  "He  built  a  store  at  the  West  End  (Milford)  where  he 
lived  and  became  a  well-known  business  man  of  the  town. 

He  was,  m  May  1 6 6 1 ,  one  of  three  men  appointed  by  the  magistrate, 
to  make  search  for  the  Regicides,  Whalley  and  Goffe.  After  three  days 
they  reported  as  follows:  "We  the  said  persons  appointed  to  serve 
and  search,  by  virtue  of  this  our  warrant  do  hereby  declare  and  testify 
that  to  our  best  light  we  have  the  20th  of  May  1 6 6 1  made  diligent  search 
according  to  the  tenor  of  this  warrant,  as  witness  our  hands."

The  judges  Whatley  and  Goffe  remained  concealed  in  the  cave  at  West 
Rock  (New  Haven)  from  May  15th  to  June  11th. 

Thomas  Trowbridge  recommended  Nicholas  Camp  for  Sheriff  to 
Governor  Andross  as  follows:  -  "There,  is  one  Mr.  Camp  of  Milford, 
a  man  of  good  estate,  and  many  with  us  doe  think  him  a  fitte  person, 
but  leave  it  to  your  Excellency’s  discretion."  He  was  deputy  to 
General  Court  1670-1-2.  His  will  was  dated  31st  December  1705,  and 
he  died  in  1706. 

On  the  coping  of  the  "Memorial  Bridge"  at  Milford  is  cut  the  name  of 
Nicholas  Camp's  mother-in-law,  Martha  Beard,  widow.  Martha 
Beard's  husband  probably  died  on  the  ship  "Martin"  on  the  passage 
over,  and  m  consideration  of  her  affliction,  the  town  gave  her  an  extra 
amount  of  land  in  the  divisions.  This  Martha  Beard  was  the  mother 
of  Sarah,  the  wife  of  Nicholas  Camp  2nd. 
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Rhoda  Parsons,  mother  of  Hannah  Camp,  was  a  grand-daughter  of 
Cornet  Joseph  Parsons,  one  of  the  most  prominent  men  in  the  early 
history  of  Western  Massachusetts. 
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Cornet  Joseph  Parsons  is  believed  to  be  the  first  of  that  name  in 
America.  He  was  born  about  1  6  1  7  in  England.  He  sailed  from  Grave¬ 
send  July  4,  1635  in  the  bark  "  Transport11 ,  Edward  Walker,  Master. 

On  November  20.  1646,  he  married,  at  Hartford,  Mary  Bliss,  daughter 
cf  Thomas  and  Margaret  Bliss.  They  came  from  Belstone  Parish, 
Devonshire,  England,  which  was  probably  me  birthplace  of  Parsons. 
Prior  to  Parsons'  marriage,  a  house  lot  and  other  lands  were  allotted 
to  him  in  Springfield.  Massachusetts,  m  1646.  About  the  same  time 
Widow  Margaret  Bliss  and  her  son  moved  from  Hartford  to  Springfield. 

In  January  1646,  Joseph  Parsons  and  Thomas  Mirrick  were  chosen 
surveyors  in  Springfield  to  lay  out  and  make  a  certain  road  from  Mill 
River  to  Long  Meadow.  In  1647,  he  with  42  others,  were  taxpayers 
in  Springfield.  In  1650,  he  was  overseer  of  fences.  In  1651,  he  was 
elected  a  selectman,  the  highest  form  of  town  office  in  the  gift  of  the 
people.  In  1652,  he  was  an  assessor.  In  1655,  he,  with  others, 
purchased  a  large  tract  of  country  at  Noltwog,  now  Northhampton, 
Massachusetts,  of  which  he  was  the  chief  founder.  He  was  selectman 
for  several  years,  except  the  second  year,  when  he  paid  the  town 
twenty  shillings  not  to  elect  him  to  office,  so  he  might  attend  to  his 
private  affairs. 

In  1658,  he  was  a  witness  to  a  deed  given  by  the  Indian  Chiefs,  of  lands 
comprising  the  town  of  Hadley,  to  Major  John  Pynchon,  and  afterwards 
was  one  of  the  agents  who  negotiated  the  sale  of  these  lands  to  the 
people  of  Hadley.  About  1655,  he  purchased  of  William  Pynchon  for 
twelve  pounds  yearly,  the  monopoly  of  the  Connecticut  River  Beaver 
or  fur  trade,  in  which  he  successfully  engaged  for  many  years. 

In  1633,  the  Hampshire  Troop  of  Cavalry  was  organized,  the  first 
troop  of  horse  formed  in  Western  Massachusetts.  John  Pynchon, 
Captain.  The  other  officers  being  a  Lieutenant,  two  quartermasters, 
and  a  Cornet.  From  1672  to  1678  Parsons  was  Cornet  of  this  troop 
of  horse,  and  always  afterward  bore  the  title  of  Cornet.  In  1 6 7 9  he 
was  a  member  of  the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery  Company  of 
Boston,  the  first  regularly  organized  military  company  in  America. 
He  served  in  King  Philip's  war,  and  ir.  the  wars  against  the  French  and 
Indians,  In  1669,  Joseph  Par sonsunited  with  the  church  then  under 
the  pastoral  care  of  Rev.  Eleazer  Mather. 

In  1671,  Parsons  with  three  others,  explored  what  is  now  Northfield, 
Massachusetts,  and  made  a  bargain  with  the  Indians  for  over  ten 
thousand  acres  of  land  on  the  great  river  Connecticut.  His  intimate 
acquaintance  with  the  Indians  as  a  fur  trader  made  him  invaluable  in 
many  transactions  with  them.  William  Penn  has  received  much  praise 
for  buying  land  from  the  Indians,  but  it  has  been  strangely  overlooked 
that  most  of  the  early  settlers  of  New  England  occupied  their  Jand  by 
actual  purchase  from  the  Indians. 

Par  sons  was  a  large  land  owner  in  Springfield,  Hadley  and  Northhampton. 
He  also  owned  two  valuable  lots  in  Boston,  a  residence  and  a  store 
house  on  the  harbor.  In  1668  a  sawmill  was  needed,  and  a  grant  of 
twenty  acres  was  made  for  it,  but  the  grantee,  failing  in  his  contract, 
Parsons  purchased  it.  and  made  it  a  success.

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Cornet  Joseph  Parsons  was  preeminently  a  business 
courage,  and  enterprise  winch  peculiarly  fitted  him  to 
part  in  the  settlement  of  a  new  country. 

Savage  says  he  was  "The  most  enterprising  man  in  the  Connecticut 
Valley  for  a  quarter  of  a  century",  and  Burt,  (in  his  Monograph)  says 
that  "With  perhaps  a  single  exception,  he  was  the  most  prosperous  aad 
successful  of  any  of  the.  settlers,  and  acquired  a  handsome  property, 
the  largest,  unless  i!  be  that,  of  John  Pynchon,  of  arty  in  Hampshire 
County,  an  evident  indication,  of  his  foresight  and  enterprise." 

The  public  records  of  his  day,  as  well  as  contemporary  writings  still 
in  existence,  testify  to  his  remarkable  activity  and  force  of  character  . 
That  he  was  a  man  of  integrity  and  justice  is  shown  by  the  trust  imposed 
ir_  him  in  his  frequent  transactions  with  the  Indians,  so  necessary  in 
connection  with  public  affairs  in  those  times,  while  the  numerous  ffices 
which  he  filled  during  his  long  life  testify  to  the  regard  of  his  fellow 
colonists.  He  had  in  an  eminent  degree  those  traits  which  qualified  him 
to  be  a  toui'der  of  a  new  civilization,  and  a  worthy  companion  among 
those  who  rnade  New  England  known  and  honored. 

Cornet  Joseph  Parsons  spent  the  last  years  of  his  life  in  Springfield, 
where  he  died  October  9,  1683.  His  wife,  Mary  Bliss  was  born  in 

England  in  1620  and  died  at  Springfield  January  29,  1712.  She  was  the 
daughter  of  Thomas  Bliss,  one  of  the  founders  of  Hartford,  Connecticut. 

In,  1636,  soon  after  the  removal  of  the  Parsons  family  from  Springfield 
to  Northhampton,  Cornet  Joseph  Parsons  brought  ar.  action  for  slander 
against  Sarah  Bridgman,  wife  of  James  Bridgman,  charging  that  Sarah 
had  accused  Mary,  his  wife,  of  being  a  witch.  (The  record  of  this 
notable  case  will  be  found  in  considerable  length  in  Trumbull's  History 
of  Northhampton,  V  I  pp.  43-50,  also  pp.  228-234).  The  decision,  of  the 
court  was  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff  and  against  Mrs.  Bridgman.  Mrs. 
Bridgman  was  ordered  to  make  public  acknowledgement  of  her  fault, 
at  Northhampton  and  Springfield,  and  her  husband,  James  Bridgman, 
was  ordered  to  pay  to  the  plaintiff  ten  pounds,  and  seven  pounds,  one 
shil  Jng,  cost  of  court. 

But  the  charge  of  witchcraft  against  Mary  Parsons  did  not  end  with  the 
judgment  in  the  slander  suit.  Eighteen  years  afterward,  the  charge  was 
renewed  at.  about  the  time  of  the  Salem  witchcraft  trials.  The  occasion 
was  the  death  of  Mary,  a  daughter  of  the  same  James  and  Sarah  Bridg¬ 
man,  then  the  wife  of  Samme!  Bartlett.  On  both  occasions  there  was  a 
preliminary  trial  at  Sprin  Held.  The  final  trial  occurred  in  Boston. 
'The  fact  that  Mrs.  Parsons  voluntarily  appeared  before  the  court 
desiring  to  clear  herself  of  such  an  execrable  crime,  and- that  subse¬ 
quently  she  argued  her  own  case  before  the  court,  must  not  be  over¬ 
looked.  She  met  her  accusers  boldly,  protesting  her  innocence,  and 
showing  how  clear  she  was  of  such  a  crime.  Mrs.  Parsons  was  called 
to  speak  for  herself,  and  undoubtedly  did  so  most  effectively."

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The  jury  gave  her  a  full  acquittal  of  the  crime,  and  she  returned  to 
Northhampton,  from  where  they  moved  back  to  Springfield  in  1679. 
Just  after  her  acquittal  in  Boston,  her  son  Ebenezer,  three  years 
younger  than  Samuel,  our  ancestor,  was  killed  by  the  Indians  at  North- 
field.  Those  who  had  been  instrumental  m  bringing  her  to  trial,  said 
"Behold,  though  human  judges  may  be  bought  off,  God’s  vengeance 
neither  turns  aside  nor  slumbers." 

Mrs.  Mary  Parsons  survived  her  husband  27  years,  dying  in  Spring- 
field  in  1712  aged  92.  She  had  13  children,  of  whom  our  ancestor, 
Samuel,  was  fourth. 

Samuel  Parsons,  son  of  Cornet  Joseph  Parsons,  was  born  at  Spring- 
field,  Massachusetts,  January  23,  1652.  He  was  married  about  1677, 
to  Elizabeth  Cook,  daughter  of  Captain  Aaron  Cook.  She  died  September 
2,  1690.  About  1601  he  married  Rhoda  Taylor,  daughter  of  Robert 

and  Thankful  (Woodward)  Taylor.  She  died  and  he  married  December 
15,  1711,  Mary  Wheeler.  Rhoda  Taylor  was  mother  of  our  ancestor, 

Rhoda  Parsons.  Samuel  died  November  12,  1734. 

About  1709  a  noted  colony  went  out  from  Northhampton  to  Durham, 
Connecticut  under  the  leadership  of  Reverend  Nathaniel  Chauncey,  and 
among  them  were  Samuel  Parsons  and  his  family,  his  nephew  Moses 
Parsons,  and  others  of  the  Strong  and  Lyman  families,  allied  by 
marriage.  Samuel  was  a  Lieutenant  in  the  service  of  the  Colony,  and 
was  known  as  "Lieutenant  Samuel.  " 
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Southwick  Prentice,  father  of  Deborah  Prentice  Coe,  was  bom,  probably 
in  Wyoming  County,  Pa.,  in  1800.  He,  with  Mehitable,  conveyed  land 
in  Luzerne  County,  of  which  Wyoming  C  o  unty  then  a  part,  in  1824, 

and  he,  alone,  in  1830.  Deborah,  his  first  child  by  Betsey  Ann  Smith, 
was  born  in  Franklin  Dale,  Pa.  in  1833,  hut  he  was  apparently  living  in 
Wyoming,  N.  Y  .  when  Betsey  Ann  Died  in  1846.  He  later  returned  to 
Franklin  Dale,  Bradford  County,  where  he  died  in  1876. 

The  grandparents  of  Southwick  Prentice  were  Jonah  or  Jonas  Prentice 
and  Abigail  Cummings  of  Uxbridge,  Mass.,  where  they  were  married  25 
Nov.  1760,  and  where  their  son  Thaddeus  was  born  in  177  2.  We  have, 
in  1950  no  positive  information  as  to  their  ancestry,  but  this  may  be 
cleared  up  by  further  research. 

in  1790  a  Thaddeus  Prentice  purchased  land  in  Luzerne  County,  Pa., 
From  Calvin  Wheeiock.  In  1795  Thaddeus  Prentice,  married  Keziah 
Southwick  in  Mendon,  Mass.,  and  together  they  conveyed  land  in  Luzerne 
County  in  1819.  Apparently  Keziah  died  .,oun  after  this.  Thaddeus 
married,  second,  Charlotte  Thompson,  widow  of  Jacob  Keithline,  and 
together  they  conveyed  land  in  Luzerne  County  to  Southwick  prentice  in 
1824.  The  name  of  Thaddeus  Prentice  appears  frequently  in  Luzerne 
County  land  records,  and  also  appears  in  Wyoming  County  records.  lie 
died  in  Towanda,  Pa.  Dec.  8,  1850.

Keziah  Southwick,  mother  of  Southwick  Prentice,  was  descended  from 
Lawrence  and  Cassandra  Southwick  (sometimes  spelled  Set  hick  or 
Suderick) . 

There  is  a  tradition  that  Lawrence  first  came  to  Salem,  Massachusetts, 
in  1627  and  later  returned  to  England  for  his  family,  but  in  any  case  tie 
was  granted  two  acres  of  land  in  Salem  in  1639  to  carry  on  the  business 
of  manufacturing  glass  and  earthenware.  His  son  John  was  born  in  Eng¬ 
land  in  1620,  and  apparently  came  to  Massachusetts  with  his  parents, 
but  for  some  reason  seemed  to  escape  the  religious  persecutions  suffered 
by  other  members  of  the  family. 

Lawrence  and  wife  Cassandra,  and  son  Josiah  and  daughter  Mary,  wmm 
fined,  whipt,  imprisoned  and  finally  banished  for  being  Queikers,  and 
their  son  Daniel  and  daughter  Provided  were  sentenced  by  the  general 
court  to  be  sold  into  slavery.  Lawrence  and  wife  Cassandra  went  to 
Shelter  Island,  Long#  Island,  Sound,  -  being  banished  under  pain  of  death 
in  lo59,  and  died  there  in  the  spring  of  1660  from  privation  and  exposure. 
Cassandra  died  three  days  after  Lawrence. 

The  slavery  sentence  on  Daniel  and  Provided  Southwick  was  never  exe¬ 
cuted,  as  none  of  the  ship  Captains  was  hard-hearted  enough  to  buy  and 
transport  them.  Whittier's  poem  "Cassandra  Southwick"  describes  tbiv 
incident,  butseemsto  ha  ve  substituted  the  name  of  the  mother,  Cassandra, 
lor  the  daughter.

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Tohn  Southwick  was  a  blacksmith.  His  will  was  proved  November  24, 
J743.  He  married  Hannah,  daughter  of  Robert  Follett,  a  sea  captain  and 
^hip  owner  and  an  ancestor  of  the  famous  John  Brown. 

/3enjamin  Southwick  lived  at  Reading  and  moved  to  Salem  and  Danvers 
according  to  history  of  Reading.  Salem  records  mention  a  transfer  from 
Ezekiel  March  to  "Benjamin  Southwick  of  Salem,  Husbandman". 

Joseph  Southwick,  great  grandson  of  John  Southwick  and  Hannah  Follett, 
was  the  father  of  Keziah.  His  will,  recorded  at  Worchester, Massachusetts, 
mentions  Thaddeus  Prentice.

Dn  Betsey  Ann  Smith,  mother  of  Deborah  Prentice  Coe,  we  have  rather 
meager  information.  From  her  gravestone  we  find  that  the  time  of 
her  death  she  was  the  wife  of  S.  (Southwick)  Prentice,  and  the  daughter 
of  Reverend  Newton  and  Deborah  (Reeder)  Smith.  She  had  recently  given 

birth  to  twins  who  died  in  infancy.  By  her  first  husband - Graham,  she 

bore  Joseph  Graham,  who  served  through  the  Civil  War,  but  died  six 

months  later,  Nelson  Graham,  Melinda,  married-- - Baker,  Mahala, 

married - Howe  and  Henrietta. 

By  her  second  husband  Southwick  Prentice,  she  had  Deborah,  born  April 
4,  1833,  Elizabeth  Ann,  married  Miller  Wall  ley,  Martin,  Carrie  who 

married  Delos  Allen,  and  Horace,  also  the  twins  mentioned  before. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  family  v/as  divided  after  her  death,  we  have  no 
record  of  the  date  of  either  of  her  marriages.  Her  surviving  son  Martin, 
wrote  from  Wyalusing,  Pennsylvania  in  1921  or  1922  that  he  could  not 
tell  when  or  where  his  father  and  mother  were  married.  He  did  not  know 
the  names  of  either  of  his  grandmother s,  whom  we  now  know  to  have 
been  Keziah  Southwick  and  Deborah  Reeder. 

Reverend  Newton  Smith,  father  of  Betsey  Ann,  was  born  in  New  London, 
Connecticut,  but  lived  in  the  Wyoming  Valley  in  Pennsylvania  most  of 
his  life.  He  died  near  Wyoming,  New  York  and  was  buried  in  the  cemetery 
in  that  village.  The  inscription  on  the  tombstone  reads;  -  "In  memory 
of  Reverend  Newton  Smith,  37  years  a  pious  minister  of  the  M.  E.  Church, 
who  died  September  8,  1838  in  his  67th  year,  was  ordained  by  Bishop 
Asbury  in  1807.  He  was  plain  in  speech  and  plain  in  manner  too,  as 
best  becomes  a  minister  of  grace  to  guilty  men.  Servant  of  God,  well 
done" . 

The  following  obituary  appeared  in  the  Christian  Advocate  Journal, 
November  23,  1838. 

"Died,  September  8,  at  Middlebury,  Genesee  County,  New  York,  Rever- 
Newton  Smith,  a  native  of  New  London,  Connecticut,  aged  66  years." 

"From  childhood  until  the  last  two  years  Ins  residence  was  in  Wyoming 
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Valley  on  the  Susquehanna,  Pennsylvania.  He  escaped  the  Wyoming 
massacre  when  about  six  years  old,  his  father's  family  being  stripped  of 
their  all  by  the  savages,  his  father  dying  at  the  fort  in  defense  of  the 
valley,  and  his  brothers  carried  by  the  Indians  to  Canada,  Young  Newton 
to  save  himself  fled  to  the  fort,  fording  the  river  to  his  chin,  pursued 
by  the  warwhoop  and  the  arrow  of  death  so  closely,  that  a  lad  was  killed 
just  behind  him.  " 

"Brother  Smith  was  a  laborious  and  useful  local  preacher  46  years,  hav¬ 
ing  been  ordained  in  his  own  house  by  Bishop  Asbury.  For  more  than 
40  years  his  house  was  the  home  of  those  veterans  of  the  cross  by  whose 
successful  efforts  Methodism  was  planted  in  Genesee  and  other  adjacent 
conferences.  His  family  was  faithfully  dedicated  to  the  I_,ord,  and  his 
eldest  son,  Reverend  Reeder  Smith  is  an  active  itinerant  minister  of  the 
Genesee  Conference.  He  had  adjusted  his  temporal  matters  and  his 
house  was  set  in  order  to  die;  and  as  might  be  expected,  his  last  were 
his  be st  days.  " 

"An  able  and  interesting  funeral  sermon  was  preached  by  Reverend  G. 
Stoddard  from  Genesis  XLIX,  33.  The  last  time  Brother  S.  prayed  in 
his  family  he  besought  the  Lord  earnestly  that  the  widow's  grace'  might 
be  given  to  his  wife  if  he  should  soon  be  removed,  and  that  his  children 
and  children's  children  "might  know  the  God  of  their  father  and  serve 
him  with  a  perfect  heart  and  willing  mind".  Amen,  so  let  it  be.  J.C. 

D.  A.  R.  Lineage  book,  Volume  8,  p  33,  says  that  William  Smith,  father 
of  Reverend  Newton,  enlisted  from  Wyoming  and  was  captured  by  the 
Indians  during  the  terrible  massacre  and  died  from  exposure  during  his 

captivity" .

Jonathan  Kellogg,  maternal  grandfather  of  Reverend  Newton  Smith,  was 
the  son  of  Ann  Newton  who  was  the  grand  daughter  of  Thomas  Newton  and 
Sergt.  Richard  Hubbeli. 

Thomas  Newton  of  Fairiield  was  possibly  son  of  Thomas  Newton  of 
Gunwarby.  in  the  summer  or  early  autumn  of  1639  he  was  one  of  four 
men  who  came  with  Roger  Williams  to  begin  a  plantation  at  Pequonnock, 
(F  airfield). 

In  1645  he  was  chosen  deputy  for  Fairfield  to  the  General  Assembly.  He 
figured  in  numerous  law  suits,  and  in  1650  was  accused  of  some  serious 
crime  (possibly  witchcraft)  escaped  from  prison  and  fled  to  the  Dutch 
on  Long  Island.  His  marriage  to  Joan  Smith  was  performed  without  the 
consent  of  the  bride's  parents,  and  they  were  fined  300  guilders,  and  the 
sheriff  (Haick)  who  married  them  was  fined  and  put  out  of  office.  The 
marriage  was  also  declared  null,  but  Thomas  finally  made  peace  with 
his  wife's  parents  and  the  marriage  was  legally  sanctioned  in  a  proclam¬ 
ation  issued  A.pril  10,  1648,  in  New  Amsterdam.  In  1651  he  signed  as 

witness  a  deed  from  Roger  Williams  to  his  (Newton's)  father-in-law 
Richard  Smith.

Was  in  Mew  Haven  m  164  7;  afterwards  moved  to  Guil¬ 
ford  and  finally  settled  at  Killing  worth,  Connecticut  where  ne  died  in

We  hav  e  comparativ e  1  y  littlt.  information  about  Deborah  Reeder,  mother 
of  Betsey  Ann  Smith,  but  there  is  a  typewritten  manuscript  in  New  York 
Public  Library  which  gives  the  following  about  her  ancestry.  "About 
the  year  lb50  a  man  by  ibc  name  of  Joseph  Reeder,  a  native  ol  London, 
England  came  to  America  and  settled  on  Long  Island,  New  York,  and  en¬ 
gaged  in  agricultural  pursuits.  .  n-  claimed  to  he  oi  royal  blood.  He  had 
a  pocket  book  in  which  he  had  recorded  an  account  of  his  ancestry,  trac¬ 
ing  back  as  far  as  William  1  user  ,  pronounced  Leas  t  ,  v  ho  was  a  native 
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of  Hanover,  in  Germany,  His  name  trail.  iatcd  into  English,  became 
William  Reeder.  Joseph  Reeder,  the  first  named  above,  claim.  .1  to  be 
the  grandson  of  the  said  William  Reeder.  He  tad  two  son;  Jacob  and 

Joseph. 

Joseph  removed  to  New  Jersey  and  settled  in  Marion  County,  Jived  on 
a  farm  and  had  three  sons  who  raised  large  families. 

Jacob3  (son  of  Joseph^)  settled  in  Pennsylv  3. 11 1  ci  '*  i  c; « ,i  1*  Philadelphia.  He 
lived  and  died  in  Luzerne  County  Pennsylvania.  His  children's  names 
were  Benjamin,  Elizabeth,  Joseph,  Deborah,  who  married  one  Smith 
and  named  his  only  son  Reeder  Smith,  who  lived  at  Appleton,  Wisconsin, 
a  town  which  he  founded. 

According  to  D.A.R.  Lineage  Books,  this  Jacob  Reeder,  father  of 
Deborah  Reeder,  served  during  the  war  oi  the  Revolution  as  a  member 
of  the  "Guard  of  the  Commander  in  Chief".  This  body  guard  was  organ¬ 
ized  in  New  York  in  1776,  and  Washington  said  "it  must  be  composed 
entirely  of  Americans."  Their  motto  was  "Conquer  or  Die"  and  they 
carried  muskets  and  side  arms.
